Age often brings responsibility 
The average age of a CSUS student is 27, connoting 
a lot of responsibility. So, what's the hang - up with 
beer and wine? 

Recently, the Hornet Foundation, that nan - profit 
corporation which runs ali food and bookstore ser- 
vices ON Campus, was granted a drinking - on - the - 
premises only beer and wine license by the 
Alcoholic Beverage Contro! Board 

This license, which makes CSUS 11th out of the 
19 CSUC schools to offer beer and wine, is rather 
restrictive, though 

First, CSUS had to get two separate licenses from 
Alcoholic Beverage Control for unknown reasons 
One license for the University Union and the other 
granted recently, for the Central Food Services. It 
makes sense, tho'igh, not to have beer and wine in 
the Dining Commons, since most dormies arent 
even 21, not to mention that there is probably more 
aicoha! in the dorms than many people imagine But 
why can't ABC just grant a blanket iicense that 
would cover both Food Services and the Union? 
Why two? 

Second, beer and wine are served only in the Se 
quoia Room during lunch and in the Coffeehouse 
from 3 in the afternoon until closing. Also, there witi 
be beer and wine in the Pub and Incredible Edibles 
as soon as the Foundation makes the necessary 

‘remodeling. But why such limited hours and 
locations? If the Hornet Foundation is going to be 
providing a ‘service to the customers” why be so

Carter, Cuba and Soviet troops 


During the past couple of weeks, news of a 
Soviet Brigade” in Cuba hit the headlines. The 
presence of 3,000 Russian troops in Cuba has 
caused much concern among backers of SALT Il 
and even more concern in the Carter administration 

President Carter is on shaky political ground and 
the Soviet troops could be a big pius in his favor if he 
handles the situation correctly. If the president fails 
to do this, his chances for re - election would surely 
be gone But there is certainly a difference between 
what the correct response is and wnat the politically 
advantageous response would be 

if Carter biows the issue out of proportion, then 
somehow forces the Soviets to withdraw, public 
support for the president will certainly soar But 
such a move may be dangerous i an international 
sense Who knows how far the U S will be forced to 
go before the Soviets back down? Jonn F_ Kennedy 
brought this country to the brink of war in 1962 over 
Soviet missiles in Cuba, but no one knows how far 
Carter will dare to take this country. This is a 


desperate time for Carter and desperate men often | 


take irrational actions 


The popuiarity of a president is often determined 


in the public eye on the basis of how much action he 
takes while in office. Whether that action is domestic 
or international does not matter, itis action, whichis 
the vital component 
Congress to enact domestic programs, many 
presidents have used foreign ploys to bolster their 
popularity. Nixon in China and Ford's dealing with 
the Mayaguez incident gave both higher ratings in 
popularity polis. This could be Carter's chance to 
grab some headlines and recognition as a strong 
leader by confronting the Soviet troop issue

Theugh Carter and Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance f.ve met with Soviet Ambassador Anatoliy 
Dobrynin many times over the issue, the strongest 
statement by the administration so far is, "We con- 
sic: 
Cuba to be a very serious matter and that this status 
quo is not acceptable " made by Carter on teievisior 
last week 

Why is the current situation unacceptable?" No 
serious military thinkers nave indicated these troops 
pose 2 threat to this country or any part of Lat 
America. The only vocal concern comes from Lt 
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Gen. Dennis McAuliffe, commander of 10,000 
American troops in the Panama Canali Zone, who 
says he's more worried about the psychological im 
pact” of the Soviet brigade on Latin American 
nations than ‘the actual troop presence 

There is evidence now that the Soviet 
brigade has been in Cuba since “five or six years 
ago, according to former Air Force intelligence 
chief Gen. George J. Keegan. Why now is there so 
much commotion over Soviet presence? If it weren't 
an election year, and the issue didnt make such 
good fuel for the anti - SALT factions of the Senate, it 
would not be given so much attention 

Anti - SALT supporters now point at verification 
as the biggest problem with the accord Howcan we 
detect Soviet missile development if we can't even 
detect 3,000 ground troops 90 miles off Florida? 

While the intelligence community has for some 
time had bits and pieces of data 7” 3¢ viet activity in 
Cuba, oniy now do they ail fall into place to substan- 
tiate that this country knew of Soviet actions as far 
back as five or six years ago. In fact, the entire notion 
that Congress is upset over the seeming lack of data 
on the Soviets is puzzling when orie considers this is 
the same Congress that has calied for reduction in 
CIA and other intelligence - gathering activities 

For years there has been large Soviet presence in 
Cuba; in what capacity was not reaily known until 
now. And for years, Cuba has been a low priority 
surveillance area this country has been more 
concerned with Cuban troops in Africa (40,000) than 
on the Cuban mainland. Also, there was a real 
problem in determining that the Soviets in Cuba 
were actually combat troops. They wore the same 
clothing as the Cubans on maneuvers and operated 
the same equipment. Also, the Russians had very 
tight security around their installations, banning 
Cubans eritirely from entrance 

But while the purpose of this Soviet brigade is still 
hazy, the domine  t belief is that it is a training unit 
working along with the Cubans to show them howto 
ope ate equipment and demonstrate Soviet tactics 
Reasoning behind this thought is that there is no 
designation for a brigade in the Soviet army; there is, 
however, one in the Cuban military. So the Soviet 
unit is acting as a model for Castro's army 

Other beliefs explaining Soviet involvement in- 
clude. to supplement Castro's domestic military

Because the presence of the Soviets really does 
not threaten the sovereignty of any country in this 
hemisphere, it is time for both the president and 
Congress to back off on their politically motivated 
scorn of the So. iets, and reassess the insignificance 
of Russians in Cuba The leaders of this country 
should back off, for it is doubtful they know how far 
they can push the Soviets, and how far they will push 
this country to a real crisis

The Fair Rents Amendment also 
has a “sunset provision that re- 
quires jocail ordinances, which 
must comply with the state man- 
date, to expire after four years 

However, this provision would 
not affect Sacramento because it 
has no locai rent control or- 
dinances, according to Mayor Phil 
isenberg’s office 

Though the campaign 
organization is utied Californians 
for Fair Rents, the firm actually ad- 
vising the industry - backed effort 
is Woodward, McDowell, and Lar- 
son. This same firm led the anti - 
smoking fight against Proposition 
5 last year, and spent more than $6 
million of mostly tobacco industry 
money 

Jack McDowell said at this point 
he has no idea how much money 
would be spent or who would be 
the major financial contributors in 
this campaign. “In most campaign 
budgets, 60 to 70 percent of the 
money goes for media expen- 
ditures. We won't know our budget 
until we see the opposition,’ he 
said 

The firm will be consulted for 
Campaign strategies and will han- 
die all news contacts and media 
relations, said McDowell. The final 
budget will be availabie from the 
Fair Political Practices Com 
mission when the deadiine for fil- 
ing disclosures approaches, he 
said 

Again, (as with Proposition 13) 
rent money will be used to buy 
media time and signatures so lan 
diords can reap windfall profits 
said Hopcraft 

This statewide appeal for some 
form of rent control foliows a res 
ponse to the failure of some lan 
diords to roll back rents after 
receiving a tax break with the pas

Festival visitors leave

Zorba himself would have felt at 
home at the 15th annual Greek 
Food Festival held at Sacramento's 
Hellenic Center iast weekend. 

Sponsored by loca! members of 
the Greek Orthodox Community, 
the two - day event offered much 
more than its title implies. For a $1 
admission fee, 50 cents for 
children, approximateiy 8,000 
visitors sampied not only 
Greek cookery but Grecian culture 
in every conceivable form 

The outdoor arena featured 
authentic forms of Grecian music 
and dance. Crowds gathered to 
hear the 3 - piece Gousetis band 
which provided peacefully 
mystical tunes aimost continually 
throughout the festival. The mood 
changed, however, with the inter- 
mittent appearances of the “Maids 
of Athena.” As the band played 
more uplifting songs, the color- 
fully dressed Maids performed 
Greek dances with a skillful mix- 
ture of energy and grace. Later, 
adventurous onlookers took the 
Stage to learn the dances, an 
integral part of Greek culture 

Highlighting the indoor exhibits 
was an educational display, “The 
Spirit of Freedom.” This array of 
handpainted poste’s provided a 
general overview of Greece's his- 
tory and culture through des- 
criptions and pictures of notable 
Greek figures and events 

The legendary Greek worry 
beads were on sale with other im- 


ports at the Agora marketplace 
Developed in ancient Greece and 
still part of Greek culture today, 
the beads are strung together and 
rubbed in the hopes of relieving 
tension that might otherwise be 
eased through destructive 
pastimes, such as overeating or 
drinking 

Nobody, however carried 
worry beads in hand when it came 
time to eat — or drink. A full - 
course Greek dinner, two pastry 
shops and two booths featuring 
beer, retsina wine and the famous 
Greek aperitif, ouzo, drew en- 
thusiastic responses from all. And 
the praise was well deserved. The 
often tedious art of Greek cuisine 
maintained only the highest of 
standards in every instance 
Delicate Greek pastries, for exam- 
ple, were offered in eight varieties 

Dinner featured souvalkia, 
(shishkabob) pilafi, (rice); 
dolmathes, (grape leaves wrapped 
around a mix of rice and ground 
beef); tiropites (cheese puffs made 
with feta cheese and the thin pas- 
try sheets) and a mixed green 


salad with Greek olives — all for 
only $5 
Additionaily cooking 


demonstrations of some of the 
main dishes and the = inter- 
nationally famous Greek baklava 
were offered. Baklava, the aris- 
tocrat of pastry desserts, is made 
with 20 to 40 layers of paper - thin 
filo dough (pronounced fee-low) 
which are separated by layers of 
nut filling and topped with a sweet 


honey syrup. Filo, used as the

The pride and spirit with which 
the Greek community presented 
this panoramic view of their native 
land resulted not only in a food fes- 
tival, but a joyous two - day celeb- 
ration of life 


Energy crunch slows The Cars 
down to a crawl at Fresno concert

“The vehicle was moving at a 
high rate of speed when it ap- 
parently ran out of gas and out of 
control, careening off of the guard 
rail and coming to a stop some 50 
feet below. Passengers in the car 
were listed in critical condition.” 

That might have been a Califor- 
nia Highway Patroi report but it 
better described last Friday night's 
performance by The Cars in Fres- 
no 

Since the release of their latest 
album, Candy-O, The Cars con- 
tinue to be one of the fastest 
accelerating bands of the decade. 

Obviously aware of this, the 
group demonstrated its con- 
fidence by playing portions of 
Cheap Trick’s Heaven Tonight 
over the sound system before the 
concert -— a risky venture con- 
sidering Cheap Trick is probably 
the hottest band in the business 

The Cars were not only disap- 
pointing, but may even have lost a 
few fans as a result of the uninspir- 
ing and ragged performance in 
Seliand Arena 

The most noticeabie flaw in a 
live performance is a_ band’s 
inability to reproduce the slick 
sound it achieves on recordings 
Not so with The Cars 

The Cars are a highly produced 
group whose live performance 
leaves nothing out. Especially 
good are Elliot Easton's guitar 
licks during his solos and the en- 
compassing electronic keyboards 
of Greg Hawkes, both of which 
provide the backbone of Tne Cars’ 
sound. 

But ali that was destroyed 

scause Of very poor harmonizing, 
which is usually excellent in most 
of the group’s songs, and the ho - 
hum attitude that every member of 
the group displayed 

Most noticeable was Easton, 
who harmonies were so bad, he 
made a sour face at one of the 
roadies after realizing just how 
awful he sounded 

Bassist Ben Orr, who alternates 
_the vocals with group leader Ric 
‘Ocasek, merely stood at the mic- 
rophone and sang, pouting as 
though he was being punished.

_ The gum - chewing guitarist 
never perspired one drop of 
perspiration during the 90 - minute 
‘set and sang only the more

Spots” and “Candy - 0.”

The sell - out crowd of 7,500 res- 
ponded well to The Cars’ current 
hit, “Let's Go” and “My Best 
Friend's Girl.” Both tunes require 
audience participation by clap- 
ping, and The Cars got aii the help 
they needed 

For the encore, The Cars res- 
ponded with their platinum hit, 
“Just What | Needed,” that first 
drew the group attention in 1978, 
and “The Dangerous Type” which, 
if it isn’t already, will probably be 
their next single 

The Cars are a lot like 
automobiles, after which the group 
is named. That is, both are rapidly 
running out of gas on the road and 
both are gaining bad name 
because of frequent accidents

McAmis said Mary Ann Hal! would 
shortly be brought before the 
Senate for confirmation as the new 
Child Care Center teacher 

The Senate aiso discussed 
adopting seven budgetary 
guidelines in an attempt to contro! 
its money better than last year 
and tabled the discussion until the 
next meeting. 

“Guideline number one states 
that, “Al! allocations from con- 
tingency and/or genera! reserves 
shaii be subject to approval of the 
CSUS President before any dis- 
bursement can be effected 

“Guideline number one makes 
it sound like any $10 allocation 
made from contingency, to 
somebody to replace buttons on 
his post has to go to the CSUS 
President,” Dean of Students Tim 
Comstock said. “That's crazy. He 
could not care less.” 

Guideline number two says that 
any program which has a deficit at 
the end of a fiscal year may have its 
budget reduced an equa! amount 
for the next fiscal year, upon 
recommendation of the ASI ex- 
ecutive director and the approval 
of the Senate 

in other Senate business 
McAmis announced that he had 
received a proposal from Delta 
Sigma Phi to se!l beer at football 
games. Under the proposal, 25 
pércent of the revenue would go 
back to AS! 

“Our concessionaire indicated 
to me,” said McAmis, “that about 
one out of every three or four 
people who came up to the 
concession stands inquired about 
beer So it's quite obvious that 
there is a tremendous demand for 
it.” 

McAmis said Delta Sigma Phi 
already has a liquor license and
